so fram ed as to m inim ize the chance 
of rooting out the evils in the packing 
business; 
th at the president felt it 
would doubtless suit th ese packers, 
who objected to the rough-going In­ 
spection. but th at he also felt it would, 
in th e long run. be a body blow lo hon­ 
est stookraisers and honest p ackers: 
th at a proposed 
am en d m en t 
would 
gravely h a m p e r the secretary of agri 
culture in doing the w ork appointed 
him to do, and would sim ply defer the 
day when “we could resto re foreign 
and in terstate trad e on m eat to a sat 
isfactory position.” 
T he president has 
explained verbally th a t he Is far less 
concerned with
